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More To Be Learned. 


Maine is by nature an agricultural State 
and husbandry has beenfthe chief employ- 
ent of a large majority of our citizens for 
more than a century, and still we have 
many things to learn concerning our nu- 
merous vegetable productions. The ad- 
vance in this direction though, has been 
highly satisfactory during the few past 
years and promises well for the future. A 
few years ago our vast areas of poplar 
were regarded as of but little value. For 
purposes of fuel itis far inferior to hard 
wood and its tendency to early decay 
when exposed to the weather renders it un- 
fit for fencing purposes. Now it is worth 
more, cord for cord, than the best hard wood 
because use has been found for it, it being 
used in the manufacture of tooth-picks, pa- 
per stock and for various other purposes. 
White birch though making excellent fuel 
when seasoned under cover, decays quick- 
ly when exposed to the weather and was 
once regarded as one of the inferior woods. 
Now it is very extensively used in the 
manufacture of spools and in localities 
where it flourishes, it is worth more per 
cord than old growth wood. 

Wecan remember when black or brown 
ash was regarded as of but little value. It 
made very poor fuel,but in clearing low 
meadow lands, acres of fine trees were often 
hauled up for tire-wood to get them out of 
the way. Now it is considered one of our 
most valuable woods, and for similar pur- 
poses is worth almost a much as black 
walnut. Ifthey had been left standing, 
one acre’s growth of these trees would 
now be worth many times the value of the 
land that produced them. The utilization 
of poplar and white birch has added mil- 
lions to the material wealth of our State 
and is progress indeed, but there are other 
products of our forests about which we as 
yet know comparatively little. Why should 
not investigation be made in this direction, 
and why is it not more than probable that 
such investigation might lead to the dis- 
covery of products in our own State which 
might answer as substitutes for those 
which we now receive only from foreign 
lands or from remote parts of our own 
country? For our dye woods, we now de- 
pend almost entirely upon the products of 
foreign countries when it is possible, nay 
probable, that valuable coloring substances 
may be found in our own forests or among 
some of the lesser vegetable familjes. The 
bark of the alder, the white maple and the 
oak and several other trees and shrubs are 
rich in tanning and an infusion of the bark 
of these trees in connection with sulphate 
of iron (copperas,) gives a black or brown 
dye which readily imparts its color to 
woolens and some of the shades thus ob- 
tained are very fine. This phase of the 
subject should be earefully investigated 
and we have no doubt that something val- 
uable would grow out of such investiga- 
tion. 

Our foresic are rich in the variety of 
their trees, and there are still many kinds of 
which we as yet know comparatively lit- 
tle. We recognize them perphaps and can 
call them by name, but of their various 
properties such as strength, beauty, elastic- 
ity, durability and adaptability for various 
purposes in the arts, we may yet have 
much to learn. Weare not speaking now 
of the more common forest trees with 
which almost every farmer and mechanic 
is thoroughly familiar, but of those of a 
rarer kind but which are still quite plenty 
in certain localities. Some are valuable 
for one purpose and some for another. 
The despised poplar was proved by ex- 
periments to be quite elastic and strong 
when properly treated, and was used to 
some extent for hoe and pitch-fork handles 
and for material for hand rakes long be- 
fore its present extensive use for other 
purposes was known. There are many of 
the smaller classes of trees or shrubs that 
are not much used for any purpose, and 
yet some of them might be devoted to 
particular uses, to good advantage. The 
wood of the swamp pear (pyrus arbutifolia,) 
for instance, is exceedingly tough and 
makes excellent handles for framing chis- 
sels and for other purposes where this 
quality is required, yet how many carpen- 
ters know this? We might extend this ar-

For several years past grass seed has 
been high and yet but a small part of what 
is needed in Maine is raised here.

Winter Feeding of Cows. 


Our readers will remember that last win- 
ter we had several articles on the subject 
of Cattle Feeding being mostly quotations 
and abstracts from Prof. Armsby’s Manu- 
al. The time has come round again when 
cows must be put upon full rations if they 
are to be kept in good condition and make 
a satisfactory return, and the attention of 
the farmer should be directed anew to the 
subject of intelligent and systematic feed- 
ing. In parts of Germany and France.

As an exchange aptly re- 
marks: *“‘Given a good cow, the owner can 
make a sort of food barometer of her. 
can run up and down the scale at will by 
merely varying the pressure of the feeding 
up to certain a point. A thorough knowl- 
edge of this science of feeding is one of 
the most important parts of the business 
information of the owner of cows. He can- 
not feed his herd with the greatest profit 
without this knowledge, for he either 
wastes food or wastes the capabilities of 
Knowing the values of the dif- 
ferent fodders and food substances, he can 
choose this or that, or such a combination 
as will give him the most nutriment for the 
least money. He may feed straw, that 
would otherwise be wasted as litter or go 
under foot in the stalls or yards, and so 
utilize a substance of very little money val- 
ue, and by adding a proper quantity of 
purchased food, make this coarse material 
equal to the best of hay. By doing this, 
the feeding resources of a farm may be 
doubled or even trebled, and the number of 
wept may be increased proportionate- 


mg upon, the Maine 
State Assay Office offers to analyze such 
samples as may be forwarded, on the fol- 
terms and conditions :” (naming the 
terms) and then says: ‘The Analysis will 
show, lst, the chemical constituents or 
composition; 2d, what the soil contains an 
excess of, or what itis deficient in;

The conclusion must be drawn—and it is 
in no sense an uojust one—that Prof. Bart- 
lett is presuming on the ignorance of the 
farmers, or that he is not himself fully 
abreast with the times in his knowledge of 
science applied to agriculture. 
that many years ago the theory, (and it 
proved only a theory) was proclaimed by 
scientists that an analysis of the soil—a de- 
termination of the elements of plant growth 
existing therein—would unlock the mys- 
teries of production and reveal to the happy 
farmers the particular wants of his infer- 
tile acres, when bountiful harvests would 
be surely aud easily obtained. With the 
e which had then been ap- 
ence of plant growth and 
soil production this appeared plausible. 
But the theory did not stand the test of 
further examination and has long since 
been laid aside as of no practical utility. It 
is now conceded by every one, scientist and 
practical farmer alike, and stands a3 a fact 
unvuestioned, that an analysis of a soil is 
not a reliable indication of its ability to pro- 
duce plant growth. Whilea correct analy- 
sis will show, (ist) “the chemical consfitu- 
ents,” and of course (2d) **what the soil 
contains an excess of, or what it is deficient 
in.” yet it does not show (3d) ‘what the 
soil most needs to be rendered valuable,” 
nor (4th) ‘*the amount and kind of manure 
or other fertilizer required per acre.”” With

The Grange not Partisan. 
In his annual address, Hon. J. J. Wood- 


man, Master of the National Grange, thus 


defined the position of the Order in rela- 
tion to polities : 


Ihave been requested to define “What 
class of political questions may be dis- 
cussed in the work of a Subordinate 
Grange, under the laws of our Order?” 
This matter has been so clearly defined by 
the constitution and laws of the Order, 
that further explanation seems unnecess- 
ary. Our Constitution provides that *'Re- 
ligious or political questions will not be 
tolerated as subjects of discussion in the 
work of the Order, and no political or re- 
ligious tests for membership shall be ap- 
plied.” In our Declaration of Purposes: 

We emphatically and sincerely assert the 
oft-repeated truth taugbt in our organic 
law, that the Grange—National, State or 
Subordinate—is not a political or party or- 
ganization. No Grange, if true to its obli- 
gations, can discuss political or religious 
questions, nor call political conventions, 
nor nominate candidates, nor even discuss 
their merits in its meetings. 

“Yet the principles we teach underlie all 
true politics, all true statemenship, and if 
properly carried out, will tend to purify 
the whole political atmosphere of our 
country, for we seek the greatest good 
to the greatest number.” 

To the above the following decision of the 
National Grange was added: ‘The word 
‘political’ in the Constitution means parti- 
san politics, and does not include or refer to 
general questions of political economy.” 

As members of the Grange belong to all 
the different political parties and religious 
denominations, to allow questions to be dis- 
cussed in the Grange meeting, of a parti- 
san or sectarian nature, would lead to dis- 
sensions and disintegration. Hence the 
Master of the Grange must use due dis- 
cretion, and protect the feelings and polit- 
ical or religious views and beliefs of mem- 
bers from assault or undue criticism. 

The order was never intended and can 
not be made to serve the special interests 
of any political party; yet to prohibit the 
discussion of all questions relating to pub- 
lic policy would be to defeat some of the 
very objects of the organization. ‘There 
are favors which we need and reforms 
which we seek, which must be obtained, if 
at all, through the legislative department 
of the Government. This can only be 
reached either through the influence of 
public opinion, by petition or the ballot- 
vox. We therefore claim the right to influ- 
ence public opinion by the dissemination 
of documents, the circulation of journals 
devoted to our interests, and by public 
lectures 

We must discuss in the Grange all ques- 
tions relating to the farm and household, 
and all questions pertaining to the great 
public welfare which are not strictly parti- 
san in their nature. “But when we come to 
political action and the ballot-box, we say 
to our members: Work in the political 
parties to which you belong, “putting 
down bribery, corruption and trickery, 
and see that none but competent, faithful 
and honest men, who will unflinchingly 
stand by our industrial interests, are nom- 
inated for all positions of trust; and carry 
out the principle, which should always 
characterize every Patron, that the office 
should seek the man, and not the man the 
office :*’ then exercise the elective privilege 
as your best judgment and enlightened wis- 
dom may dictate. 

The Order cannot become a political 
party, nor take ind+pendent political action. 
And yet, if politicians and political parties 
shall continue to nominate and urge men 
for legislative and judicial positions who 
are known to bein the employ or under 
the control of the “Great Railroad Monop- 
olies” if legislative bodies shall continue to 
turn a deaf ear to our petitions, and show 
no disposition to ameliorate the condition 
of the producing classes and release them 
from the burdens which have been placed 
upon their industry by this legalized 
power, “‘which arbitrarily controls the 
whole business interest of the country, in- 
cluding the value of its products,”—the 
time may come—and may God speed it— 
when the farmer, the mechanic, the laborer, 
and the business man, arm in arm, will 
march up to the polls and cast the ballot— 
“Which shall fall, as silently as falls the snowflake

A Western Exchange which has never 
until recently shown any special interest 
in the Grange and its work, has in a late 
issue the following good words for the 
order : 

“It is an indisputable fact that farming 
is carried on most intelligently and conse- 
quently most profitabty in localities where 
the Grange has been most popular and 
permanent. When we speak of profitable 
farming we do not mean simply that far- 
mers have made the most money, but that 
they are men of broader ideas, of better 
thinking powers, better educational attain- 
ments, higher social relations, and hence, 
in all respects better qualified to take part 
and position in the discussion and manage- 
ment of political, financial and social 
questions of the day. No class of men is 
more affected by these questions, and 
hence, none more interested in masterin; 
the principles a | them. After al 
itis mind that rules. It is a false idea 
that capital does it. Money is in the fore- 
ground, but back of it, in our transporta- 
tion, manufacturing, tariff, and all other 
monopolies, weilding it with consummate 
skill for selfish ends, are shrewd intellects 
cultured in all he schools and professions, 
leading, controlling and manipulatin 
masses of weaker and totally uhorganizec 
men. Itis only through knowledge and 
organization that this overshadowing 
monopoly question can be met. It was 
nobly begun 15 years ago by imperfect 
farmers’ organizations in the West, and 
greatly aided by the most widespread and, 
probably, best planned organization yet 
effected, the Grange, as early as 1870. A 
great victory was won. The right of the 
people, through State and National legis- 
lation, to control railroads, was forever 
established by decisions of highest courts. 
The trouble is,the people having their 
rights established, have not properly as- 
serted them. They never can, without 
better intelligence and better organization. 
In this developement the Grange will find 
the field of greatest future usefulness.”

Woman's Department, — 
Toaching. Ever 


I was much interested in Adelia’s letter 
of Oct 20, and I should like to help in that 
little school ifI can. If possible I should 
set apart a certain time of the day for the 
Jessons, and try to have it as much a mat- 
ter of course to attend to them as at 
school. A blackboard will make the study 
hour seem more like a real school, and be 
a great help besides. A small one can be 
easily made from basswood, stained with 
logwood dye, and hung by stout cords in 
each upper corner. I use the blackboard 
in the reading aad spelling lessons as much 
as in any. 

For little ones, print the new words they 
have learned for them to copy; a little 
sentence of familiar words, fecinsiter the 
new one, a review of the last lesson, etc. 
For those older, print the hard words in 
their reading lesson, which should be 
short, for drilling m pronunciation, to 
give the syllables or accent. Write the 
same words in a column opposite, and after 
lesson have the children copy. If they can 
have a little paper or magazine, as the 
Nursery orthe Young Folks’ Column in 
the FARMER, to use with their readers, it 
often adds much to their interest in learn- 
ing to read. In spelling I have the lessons 
written as soon *as possible, and let each 
child exercise his skill in putting words 
into different sentences. Then one can be 
sure he understands their meaning. 

Of course when it comes to arithmetic 
the board is equally useful. First the 
numbers are learned from objects; as one 
spool, two spools, etc., and figures to repre- 
sent are written on the board. The com- 
binations, too, are more interesting learned 
from objects, such as spools, buttons, beans, 
eggshells, or anything similar; as (ar- 
ranging them with their own hands) 3 
shells and 1 shell are 4 shells; 2 shells 
and 2 shells are 4 shells, up to 11 and 1 are 
12; 10 and 2 are 12, etc., should be learned 
thoroughly, one set after another, and 
written on the board often in review. I 
should teach multiplication in the same 
way, never from books. 

If the children are too young to study 
geography an interest init may be awak- 
ened by showing them spices, tea, coffee, 
and the like, and telling of the lands where 
they grow, the people, their dress and 
customs, using as many illustrative pic- 
tures as can be obtained. The cardinal 
points of the compass can be taught, and 
each child can point toward the different 
lands from his own home. Common geo- 
graphical names, as river, mountain, city, 
can be taught in story form. ‘Take the 
little stream starting from the mountain 
spring, follow it as itis joined by others, 
as it flows through woods that will be cut 
and floated down the stream, over the falls 
or rapids where mills are built and houses 
gather round till the city wakes to life, 
and as it sweeps down the ocean, broad 
and deep, and covered with vessels freight- 
ed with food and raiment and fuel for the 
world. Little minds will remember stories 
longer than text-book lessons. 

Building blocks will keep children busy 
for a long time, and little girls are fond of 
working cardboard. I have a little niece 
of six who works it very nicely. 

If nothing I have sid is of any service, 
and Amelia will tell me how old her 
children are and what they study, I will 
try again. Shall be glad to hear of their 
progress by and by. I, too, was once a 
teacher, and not so very long ago.

The Croup. 


As the cold winter is fast approaching, 
when our little ones are 80 apt to take cold 
and have the croup, I thought I would like 
to write and tell the sisters how | make a 
valuable croup syrup, with but little ex- 
pense. 1 do not know what we should 
have done many times without it, for our 
little boy takes cold so easy and is most 
always troubled with the croup; but a few 
doses of the syrup will always relieve him. 
We give it in small doses to the baby too. 
when she has a cold, with an equally good 
result. Take lobelia, ginger and cayenne ot 
each one-half dram, put them in a pitcher 
with one-half pound of sugar and a pint of 
boiling water; stir until sugar is dissolved ; 
leave to settle; then add one dram of the 
oil of peppermint and one ounce of tincture 
of myrrh. Bottle when cool; dose, from 
ten drops to a teaspoonful every half hour 
until relieved. 

I hope that every mother who reads this 
will give itatrial. This dreadful disease 
comes on so suddenly that unless we have 
something to stay its progresa it would be 
too late to save our darling; often we 
would not have time to get a doctor, so it 
is of zreat importance that every mother 
should keep somethiug all prepared, and

‘Receipts. 


One of the sisters ask for receipt for 
Chili sauce, it may come too late for use 
this season but I will send it, it will keep 
over for next year and be at hand in time.
